Finally the 
tail Is resoibed, and we have the 
young toads, which leaves the pools 
when the ground Is moist, as after 
a shower, giving ris« to the foolish 
that they rain down.

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Ing the spawning season there were 
frequent . iliowers which kept Uie 
pools replenisiied during tli« time 
tliat Uie larvae passed through the 
tadpole stage and became full-fledged 
toads.
